A further charge of defamatery 
libel which carries the clause that 
the accused published these state- 
ments “| the same to be 
false” was laid under section 333 
o! the criminal cede. 

It is charged ih the arrest war- 
rant that the alleged libel was 
“published without reason or ex- 
cuse” and damaged the complain- 
ants by “imputing that each was 
treacherous and unfit to live and 
should be killed.” It adds that the 
statements “were likely to injure 
and did injure them by exposing 
them to hatred, contempt and 
ridicule.” 


ACTS IN SOCRED 
ADVISORY CAPACITY 


Information in each of the charges 
were laid and sworn by Major-Gen. 
the Hon. W. A. Griesbach, C.B,, 
C.MG., DS.O., V.D., K.C., one of 
the persons named in the alleged 
libellous leaflet. 

Following the insurrection in the 
Social Credit ranks, Mr. Powell 
was sent to Alberta by Major C. H. 
Douglas of London as his personal 
representative. Since arrival here

Is another dangerous controversy to be 
gtarted in the already surcharged political at- 
mosphere of Alberta? The action of His Honor 
the Lieutenant Governor in with-holding his 
assent to acts regularly passed by the provincial 
legislature, until] this legislation has been con- 
sidered by the Dominion Government, is @ 
strange and alarming departure from custom 
In certain circumstances the Dominion has, and 
has exercised, the power to disallow provincia: 
legislation. But in so doing the federal author- 
ity acts on its own motion and its own respons- 
ibility, in defence of its own rights or those of 
other provinces, and without suggestion from 
the Lieutenant Governor of the enacting prov- 
ince. It is quite a different matter that this offi- 
cial should invoke interference, and do 50 in 
respect to legislation which has not been com- 
pletely enacted. It is doubtful if there 1s prece- 
dent for such a course, and if so it has not been 
recent and the practice has never been common. 

The question of the justice, wisdom and ex- 
pediency of the acts in question is now in danger 
of being pushed aside for a new issue; that of the 
right of the Lieutenant Governor to make such 
g@ recommendation and the right of the federal 
Government to pass judgment on legislation 
which has not yet been given the form of law. 

The reaction from a controversy of that kind 
is obviously bound to be severe; even if history

friendliness and security. But the lesson seems 
to have been pretty thoroughly learned.

The 
converting has been done by other and more 
effective agents of enlightenment than orators 
and writers. Economic laws have done the busi- 
ness. Men and women have diacovered, even 
against their wills and their theories, that they 
can’t have high tariffs and prosperity, and that 
they probably can't even have exclusive tariffs 
and peace. 

Since prosperity with peace is what most 
people in every country want, the barriers will 
have to “go.” 


“NOT AVAILABLE FOR EM- 
PLOYMENT” 

Relief officials in conference at Ottawa have 
been classifying the unemployed. Disregarding 
farmers who were being assisted because of crop 
failure, they found that in March last the em- 
ployable persons on relief in Canada numbered 
260,000 men and women, including heads of fam- 
ilies, dependents over sixteen years of age, and 
single adults. 

It was also found that 618,000 persons were 

n relief who were “not available for employ- 

These consisted of 58,000 “unemploy- 
able’ adults and their under-age dependents. 
That is to say, old people—as they are classed 
when they seek employment, cripples, sick per- 
sons, and smal] children. 

This second group represent the permanent 
unemployment problem. For them “recovery” 
can mean nothing. They are too old or too young 
to work or otherwise disqualified for earning a 
living. Their support will have to be a public 
charge, however times may improve. The cost 
must be borne, and will be borne, one way or 
another by those who can and do find employ- 
ment. At present they are subsisting on relief 
allowances, enduring the humiliation that sensi- 
tive souls fee] at being obliged to do so, and have 
no other outlook—save as the older ones get 
beyond the seventy-year mark and become 
eligible for old age pensions. 

The sensible and humane way of dealing with 
this group is to stop pretending they are em- 
ployable, and to revise the old age pension 
scheme s0 that pensions will be available at once 
to the disabled and to men and women who reach 
sixty years with no means of support. Since 
these have to be supported somehow, the honor- 
able way is to face the matter candidly and treat 
them as being “not available for employment,” 
which is the fact.

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BRITISH LABOR PARTY BREATHES THE 
WINE OF OCTOBER AIR 
By LUDWIG LORE 

October opens another eventful winter for 
the British Labor Party. Early in that month 
the Bournemouth Conference will meet to cons 
sider the position of labor's political arm on the 
question of rearmament, Urited Front, the 
Spanish situation and the internal party situa- 
tion. Late in October Parliament reconvenes 
and the legislative battle begins anew. 

In many respects the Labor Party should be 
in a better position to push its program than has 
been the case for many years past. The total 
membership has risen by 55,000 to pass the 2,- 
000,000 mark, 431,000 of these being individual 
memberships and the remainder affiliated 
through their trade unions, It has just finished 
what was to be the liveliest off-season political 
campaign in British history. “Labor's National 
Crusade Week” which began on September 21 
was outlined as a whirlwind drive for 100,000 
new members in which 5,000 meetings were to 
be addreased by 1,000 speakers, 2,0(:0,000 leaflets 
and 500,000 pamphlets distributed and something 
like 2,000,000 votes added to the labor column in 
time. 

Such facts and figures mark a real change in 
the spirit of the party. As recently as last July 
when I discussed this situation with political 
leaders in London, the prevailing mood was one 
of black pessimism. The Lebor Party seemed 
unable to stir from its lethargy. Wherefor the 
sudden change? 

The efforts from within to “gingerize” the 
party machine have undoubtedly played a part, 
but the most potent force for life has been the 
evolution of a policy on national defense and 
foreign policy which allowed its speakers to go 
before the nation with more confidence than 
they have enjoyed since Mussolini put Labor 
into a horrible quandary by moving troops into 
Ethiopia. 


No Love Feast 


The situation is better from the standpoint of 
program. But within the party walls there are 
still serious disturbances which threaten the en- 
tire structure. On the Left, for example, Sir 
Stafford Cripps, Harold J. Laski and G. R. 
Strauss, M.P., have withdrawn from the Crus- 
ade Week program claiming that the party 
leadership, afraid to attack them openly, were 
victimizing Leftist rank and filers everywhere. 

Closely allied with their compiaint is the fight 
that local labor parties have put up for the right 
vo elect their own representatives on the Labor 
Party executive instead of having them hand- 
picked by the trade unions. The National Execu- 
tive Committee, in fact, recently allowed the 
justice of their claim and has recommended the 
change to the coming conference. But the con- 
servative union leadership, fearing the door to 
the NEC would thus be opened to the Left, 
determined to crush even this smal] concession 
to the constituent parties. 


Third Issue 


Yet a third issue which is arising is that of the 
exact relationship between the Parliamentary 
Labor Party and the chiefs of the trade unions. 
The economic orgsnizations furnish most of the 
cash. Union leaders cast the vote of the vast 
bulk of the membership at the party conferences. 
In recent months they have pushed the some- 
what reluctant political leaders toward an in- 
dorsement qf the government rearmament pro- 
pram. Last week Herbert Morrison brought the 
matter into the open with an attack on Will 
Lawther of the Trade Union Congress General 
Council, who had asserted that “the movement 
was reaching @ stage when members of the L.P. 
would have to be told that the decisions of the 
trade union movement are the decisions to be 
observed.” 

The next step of the union leaders seems 
likely to be against the predominance of “intel- 
lectuals” on the Parliamentery executive, where 
only three members of fourteen are genuine 
union representatives. 

All this will hurt, of course. It is hard to 
escape the conclusion that a little understanding 
and a bit more faith in democracy on the part 
of Britain's union leaders might make the next 
few months a period of real gain for the political 
instrument of England's workers. In any case 
we cen see that there's life there yet. 


Inside Italy 


Even more than Nationa] Socialism, Benito 
Mussolini's own brand of reaction hes known 
how to hide popular feeling from the eyes of 
the outside world. The Manchester Guardian 
publishes materia] from @ special correspondent 
who has investigated conditions in the baliwick 
of Roberto Farinacci, former Secretary-General 
of the Fascist Party and the leader of the ex- 
treme wing of the movement today 

He reports that a real state of dissatisfaction 
exists with the whipping post and castor oil bottle 
working overtime and a secret police investiga - 
tion under way which resulted in the arrest of 
159 citizens of Cremona. 

From another source it is reported that “there 
has been # marked revival in the activities of the 
Special tribunal. The number of men sentenced 
by it has greatly increased in recent months. 
Several hundreds ere imprisoned on the island 
of Ventotene where the conditions of life and 
the treatment are particularly hard. Numerous 
trials are pending. One of them, fixed for 
October 6, involves a group of young intel- 
Jectuals accused of trying to form an anti-Fascist 
unjted front. 

The young professor Pesenti, sentenced by 
the Special Tribune] last winter to twenty-four 
years’ imprisonment for attending the Socislist 
congress at Brussels, is now confined in the 
notorious prison of Civitaveccia, where hé has 
contracted tuberculosis. His request for transfer 
to # healthier place hes been repeatedly refused. 

As a certain Mr. Mussolini said just the other 
day: “The greatest and soundest democracies 
which exist in the world today are Italy and 
Germany.”—New York Post.

Take a look at a globe of the world if you 
wish to get an idea of the enormous area Russia 
has under the development and settlement in 
the Arctic. it explaing her interest in the estab- 
lishment of air routes over the Arctic Sea. With 
a climate similar to our own Canadian Arctic, 
Russia is taking steps to develop the natural re- 
sources of her northern regions leading into the 
Arctic Ocean. 

Half the Polar basin is hers, with 6,000 miles 
of shoreline on the Arctic Sea, It has coal, oil, 
gold, silver, platinum, nicke) and tin, rich fish- 
eries and large timber areas that can be reached 
by rivers flowing into the Arctic. 

The greatest of the Russian rivers, the Obi, 
the Yenisei and the Lena, flow into the Arctic— 
rivers longer than our Mackenzie and much 
wider, In places the Yenesei is over ten miles 
wide. 

Russia's northern coast has 57 radio stations 
to assist Arctic navigation and aviation. Young 
scientists who staff them are charting this 
“weather-shop of the world.” No longer do ice- 
breakers, making lanes for navigation, fee! their 
way through the ice fields by dodging from lane 
to Jane within the limited field of vision. Air- 
planes chart their courses for hundreds of miles 
ahead. The fleet of Arctic planes numbers over 
one hundred. 

Towns are springing up with mushroom 
rapidity. Igarka, 400 miles up the Yenesei, 
where forty lumber ships loaded last year, has a 
population of 20,000 in summer and 12,000 in 
winter. The Glavsevmorput—the central ad- 
ministration of the northern sea route with 
authority above the 64th parailel—is the social- 
istic equivalent of the old East India Cornpany. 
It administers a territory half as large again as 
the Indian Empire. 

Near Cape Nordvyk — about midway on 
Russia's Arctic coast near where the Katanga 
river empties itself—a new town has been start- 
ed to work the salt and coal deposits. Under- 
neath the salt deposit, as. at Baku, oi] is found. 
Next year will see an output of 150,000 tons of 
salt for the salmon and sturgeon canneries; the 
following year will see oi] being refined. The 
coa] fields, sixteen miles away, are open de- 
posits. Development of coal and fuel oi! at this 
half-way point along the North-East Passage 
will be of vast help to steamships, diesel craft 
and sirpianes, It will almost double the cargo 
capacity of vessels on the Jong Murmansk to 
Viadivostok run.

Mr. H. P. Smolka, of the London Times, to 
whose recently published “Forty Thousand 
Against the Arctic” I am indebted, tells of the 
method of growing fresh vegetables at Igarka, 
which is in a latitude higher than our own Fort 
Simpson. There he saw growing in the tundra 
such vegetables as potatoes, onions, carrots, cab- 
bage, radishes, beets, as well as grain. In frames 
were growing cauliflower, lettuce and turnips, 
end in hothouses, tomatoes, cucumbers and as- 
paragus. He says: 

“A system called ‘Jacovization’ and in- 
vented by Professor Lyssenko, was estab- 
lished. The seeds are partly saturated wiih 
water. As soon as germination has started 
they are kept at a constant temperature for 
5 or 30 days (according to the'kind of seed) 
and are then planted normally. Their whole 
life-cycle is speeded up and strengthened. 
‘Jacovize@’ winter oats, for instance, were 
planted in spring and found to have ripened 
before ordinary spring-sown oats. Their 
yield per hectare was 30 per cent higher.”

SPECIAL SESSIONS 

Since the arrival of Powell and 
Byrne, two special sessions of the 
legislature have been held; one 
commencing on the 4th of August, 
and the other (which ended yes- 
terday) opening on the 24th day of 
September. During these two ses- 
sions legislation of a most vicious 
and ill-considered character has 
been enacted.

Government Through the Bank of Canada . . .Points Out Question of Who Owes and Who Owns. 


OU have heard that ordinary 

banking business is one thing, 

and credit something else. The 
idea seems to be that the ordinary 
business of banking can go right 
along without hitch, while banks can 
be forced at the same time, to grant 
extraordinary credit without limit 
regardless of assets or values. 

Not only is that impossible, but 
actually it could have but one end— 
the ruination of the banks and of the 
country as well. 

You hear that when banks have to 
pay anything, they merely issue their 
own cheques and it costs them 
nothing. Itisnot true. It just can’t 
be done. Like you, a bank can only 
pay what it owes with money which 
has to be earned — in the last 
analysis real cash. I shall tell you 
more about cash in the course of this 
broadcast. 

Now I shall answer two more ab- 
solutely false impressions which I 
find rampant throughout Alberta. 
The first is that, since 1929, Can- 
ada’s Chartered Banks have reduced 
the total volume of credit by 
$766,000,000. The second is that 
Alberta has only twenty cents on the 
dollar to meet her debts. 

Regarding the $766,000,000 it is 
even suggested that the Chartered 
Banks deliberately and wilfully re- 
duced the money in circulation to 
that extent in order to gain some 
selfish end. If you were told that the 
bakers refused to sell bread, it would 
be about as sensible as the story that 
bankers refuse to make loans to 
responsible borrowers. Banks de- 
rive their chief revenue from loans 
and to say that they wilfully with- 
draw credit by the Hundreds of 
Millions is equal to saying that they 
are in the habit of cutting off their 
nose to spite their face. 

Our critics have fallen into an 
error that is quite understandable. 
They ‘have looked at one column of 
figures in the statistics published by 
the Bank of Canada, without looking 
at another column where they would 
have found their answer. It is quite 
true that the total of commercial 
loans shows a large reduction, but it 
is also true that investments in bonds 
show a large increase. 

What is the explanation? Simply 
that, with much-reduced business ac- 
tivity and lower prices, our custom- 
ers use less money. For example, 
when wheat is worth say $1.50 a 
bushel it takes $150,000 to buy one 
hundred thousand bushels. But, if 
wheat were at fifty cents a bushel, it 
would take only $50,000 to buy the 
same amount of grain. Owing to the 
difference in price the same amount 
of business can be done with $100,600 
less money. 

On top of that is the uncertainty 
that comes with depression and the 
hesitancy of people in business to 
commit themselves with their usual 
confidence. They go on a hand-to- 
mouth basis. They do not want loans 
in anything like the amounts they 
want in normal times. Banks, how- 
ever, cannot afford to have their 
funds lying idle and earning nothing; 
therefore, they are driven to invest 
much more heavily in bonds. 

The earnings a bank gets out of a 
bond are much lower than come from 
an ordinary loan. Wouldn't you, if 
you were a banker, prefer to make 
loans rather than put your money 
into bonds? 

What are the facts: 

The total of loans outstanding and 
money invested in securities by the 
Chartered Banks, at the end of July 
this year, was $227,000,000 greater 
than in July of the boom year 1929. 
Money invested in Government and 
other bonds is a loan to a Government 
or a Corporation just as much as an 
advance to a farmer, merchant or 
manufacturer is a loan to him. 

Since 1929 Canada’s Chartered 
Banks have actually increased credit 
by $227,000,000, This completely 
breaks down the absurd claim that 
we have decreased credit by 
$766,000,000, 


Now as to that second false im- 
pression : 

The general proposition that Al- 
bertans have $80,000,000 in the bank 
and that they owe $400,000,000 is 
just one of those things that sound 
plausible but present a clear mis- 
representation. Even assuming that 
the figures are correct, the $80,000,- 
000 is not all that Albertans possess. 

To that figure you must add their 
individual possessions and the wealth 
and potential wealth of resources 
which stand behind your provincial 
borrowings. Consider, for instance, 
the true value and the potential pro- 
ductive worth of Alberta’s coal 
mines, oil fields, tar sands, farms and 
forests. 

If you add to your $80,000,000 in 
deposits the true value of the assets 
which stand behind the $400,000,000 
you will find a very substantial 
balance in your favour. 

It is said that because there is 
$80,000,000 on deposit in Alberta 
and debts total $4100,000,000, there 
is only twenty cents to meet every 
dollar of debt. Let us ask: “Who 
owns the twenty cents and who owes 
the Dollar?” If you have $200 in 
the bank and if I owe somebody 
$1,000, then you have twenty cents 
for every dollar I owe. Can I take 
any part of your two hundred to pay 
off any part ef my thousand? But 
the critic says: “Oh, there is too 
wide a disparity between debts and 
deposits and that gap should be 
closed.” 

All right, let’s close it — Now, 
we'll say that I still owe the $1,000 
but you have $1,000 in the bank. The 
disparity has been wiped out. You 
now have a doilar for every doliar I 
owe but still what right have I to 
take the thousand you have, to pay to 
somebody else the thousand I owe? 

If Albertans have $80,000,000 in 
bank deposits in this Province it is 
money belonging to individuals. It 
is their own. Debtors, whether they 
be individuals, a Province or a muni- 
pality, or whoever they may be, can- 
not expect to use your money to pay 
their debts. If you have money in 
the bank the very next time anybody 
tells you that there is only twenty 
cents in money in the banks in Alber- 
ta to meet every dollar of debt, just 
ask the man who tells vou that whose 
debt he thinks your money is going to 
pay. 

We promised to tell you a few 
things about money and to explain 
away some of the strange misappre- 
hensions about it. 

We shall try to tell you in a prac- 
tical way, what money is, where it 
comes from and how it works, There 
is a fairly widespread idea that there 
are not enough bank notes or 
“tickets” around — and that, if there 
were more, we would all be better off. 

If I say that / would like sorne more 
of those bills, | am really demanding 
a larger share of the bills that now 
exist, perhaps some of those that you 
have, for you can have in circulation 
at any one time only as many bills as 
the volume of business calls for. The 
moment you issue bills faster than 
that, you get inflation. 

After our first broadcast I received 
a letter from an Alberta woman who 
lived in Germany through the infla- 
tion. J would like to read to you 
what she says: “Why not tell 
Alberta people about conditions in 
Germany during the inflation —- this 
talking about money being printed to 
meet the needs of the people is get- 
ting somewhat on my nerves, 1 lived 
through the entire trying times of 
1923 and | could quote you some 
startling examples created through 
unorthodox banking. At one time I 
bought an overcoat for the stagger- 
ing sum of Thirty-two Billion Marks, 
J have heard farmers speaking in the 
lobby of a bank, having sold their 
produce for One Thousand Marks at 
one o'clock and, about an hour later, 
finding that the very same produce 
required twice, often three times the 
amount of money to repurchase it,” 

In Germany at times during the in- 
flation it took an armful of paper 


Marks to buy a loaf of bread. This 
German lady, speaking of paper 
money inflation, goes on to say 
“It brings nothing but chaos, with 
the greatest loss to those who can 
least afford to lose.” 

There speaks the voice of experi- 
ence. No greater outrage has ever 
been perpetrated on a people than 
that of wild inflation. It destroys 
their assets. If vou are in the twi- 
light of life or incapacitated but, dur- 
ing the years you were able to work, 
nad put aside a little for the rainy 
day, you lose. Perhaps you bought 
some bends and the income from 
them is all you have to live on, per- 
haps $25 or $50 a month. Then one 
day, as in Germany, “tickets” are 
issued in large quantities, without 
any basis in value, and without re- 
gard to the volume of business. 

Your $25 or $50 a month, through 
the huge increase in prices caused by 
inflation will buy only a fraction of 
what it bought before. If you are a 
person with a small fixed income you 
cannot buy enough to live upon. 

Particularly does this apply to a 
family whose breadwinner has died, 
leaving only the proceeds of an insur- 
ance policy. They seem to have at 
least some material protection - 
then inflation comes. Their money 
becomes almost worthless. That is 
what happens, that is all that can 
happen when money is issued alto- 
gether out of step with production. 

When you hear the fable of the 
people who couldn't travel on a rail- 
way train because there were not 
enough “tickets” printed, remember 
that the financial system, in exactly 
the same way as a railway, lives by 
selling a service; anyone will realize 
that there will be no hesitation to 
provide all the “tickets” necessary so 
long as something of equal value is 
received in exchange. As a matter of 
fact in July this year, there were 
$18,000,000 more “tickets” in the 
hands of the public —- bank notes of 
all kinds — than there were in July 
of the boom year, 1929. = And since 
July the “tickets” in the hands of the 
public have increased. 

The story that, for their own sel- 
fish purposes, banks monetize the 
credit of the people, is a completely 
false conception of bank operations. 
'A bank does extend credit to an in- 
dividual — or if you like it, mone- 
tizes his credit for him — not for it- 
self. That is, the bank makes a loan 
to him on the strength of things 
which are his own and which he in- 
tends to sell later on and so repay the 
loan. 

No one borrows from a bank unless 
he believes he will make a profit for 
himself over and above the bank 
charges. The bank does, of course, 
collect interest or rental on the money 
loaned but the borrower's sredit has 
been monetized entirely for his own 
use and benefit, subject only to a 
small fee for the bank’s services. 

Money merely facilitates indirect 
barter. If you have hogs and your 
neighbour has honey maybe you 
don’t want to take honey in exchange 
for your hogs. Perhaps you want 
coal or clothing and you cannot buy 
them at the store by giving honey 
for them. So your neighbour gives 
you money for your hogs — “tickets” 
—and with those “tickets” you buy 
the coal or the clothing vou require 
as the case may be. 

Now what is money? 

You and [ have been brouy|lit up to 
look upon nickles, dimes, quarters and 
dollar bills as money—and they cre 
for all practical purposes, Actually 


these things are really tokens — they 
are not wealth in themselves, ‘They 
are merely the title to goods. They 


are worth only what goods and ser- 
vices you and I can get in exchange 
for them. That is why it is so im 
portant that nothing be done to de- 
stroy the contidence of the people in 
them, That is why there must be no 
manipulation of the issue of these 
things if their value is not to disap 
pear. 

To be a little more expert, as it 
were, it would be quite right to say

that there is far more money fn exta- 
tence than the small change and bills 
we see around. Your deposit in the 
bank — for all practical purposes 

6 Money, sood, usuable money. You 
hold the bank's promise to pay you 
that money when you want it: and 
banks are careful to keep their finan- 
cial house in such order as will enable 
them to do just that — pay you when 
you want your deposit. 

The bank holds your deposit, your 
neighbour's and mine and, because it 
does, it is able to make loans — the 
proceeds of which go into the produc- 
tion of new wealth. The borrower 
makes a profit on the deal, he has 
more to spend than he had before. 
This stimulates business and by giv- 
ing rise to increased employment, 
distributes purchasing power more 
and more widely among the people. 


Where does money come from? 


You often hear that the Chartered 
Banks alone make it and that they 
alone have the power to make it — all 
of which is quite wrong. Last week 
1 told you about the limited powe) 
that Canada’s Chartered Banks have 
to issue currency now up to only 
ninety per cent of their paid-up 
capital and let me tell “ou they pay 
sweetly for that concession. They 
have to pay one per cent tax to the 
Dominion Government on their note 
circulation and they have to stand all 
the cost of printing and express and 
Insurance in shipping it around 
wherever it is needed Let me tell 
you that all this, added together 
makes the privilege of note issue any 
thing but a gold mine, 

The Dominion Government for 
merly issued notes. When the Bank of 
Canada was opened the Dominir 
Government turned over its right of 
note issue to that institution, It ga 
the Bank of Canada all its gold hold 
ings, plus Dominion Government 
bonds, to offset the liability assumed 
for the notes outstanding. 


Then the Chartered Banks were 
required to turn over all of their gold 
to the Bank of Canada and to-day the 
Bank of Canada has, by Dominion 
Government regulation, power with 
in certain limits to issue notes, These 
notes of the Bank of Canada togethe 
with all deposits in that bank, are 
backed by more than 60% of their 
face value in gold, other bullion and 
foreign exchange. 

| told you in my earlier broadcasts 
that | would tell you about “cash.” 
Bills of the Bank of Canada are cash 

amply backed, as we have shown, 
Cash in Canada really means bills of, 


or deposits in, the Bank of Canada 
the Government's central bank. Bank 
of Canada bills, by law, are legal ten- 


det Leyal tender is the money in 
which all debts must be settled if 
either the debtor or the ereditor 
insists. All other notes in Canada 
must, on demand, be redeemed by the 
bank concerned in cash, 

| told you a moment or two ago 
about the other kind ef money 
your deposits. They come from your 
avings, your labour, your produc- 


tion. They also are redeemable in 
cash, ‘To say that money ean be 
made out of nothing is surely a state- 


ment which Albertans will meet with 
unbelief, 

The Bank of Canada was formed 
for the purpose of securing to Parlia- 
ment the control of currency and 
credit That control was strength- 
ened when, in accordance with prier 
pledyes, ownership of the majority 
of the capital was vested in the 
Government. Under the law, no 
banker, no bank director and no 
member of any bank staff is allowed 
to own so much as a single share tn 
this Government central bank, 


Let me close on this final note — 
currency and credit in Canada are 
not controlled by Canada’s Chartered 
Ban} which ave commereial banks 

but, with due and proner regard 
to the vatue of the money you now 
have, by the Bank of Canada, which 
in turn is controlled by the Govern- 
ment of this Dominion,
